On February 26 , i960, STANLEY DAVID LEVI SON 
advised Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
JIMJ that, on several occasions probably during the late 
xOrbivo, he had set Kith ALfR&v K. sr&RN. L&viSON stated 
that at one time he (LEVISON) was motive In an organisation 
known as "Bu sinessmen For Roosevelt" (BFR) and that he 
went to STERN'S off lee in Rockefeller .Center In an attoapt 
to sell him mailing lists whloh the BFR had acquired. 

LEVISON stated that he thought STERN eould use these lists 
In the "Wsllsoe For President" campaign that STERN was 
promoting.

Leviscr* inquired as to when 
King was scheduled to deliver this speech and the individual 
replied that It would be on May £1, a week from Monday. 

Th?- individual stated that Dr. King would be in New York 
City on Thursday, May 17. Levison stated that he would 
hav-i the speech ready for him at that ti.n-e . 

A second individual also contacted Levison 
on behalf of Martin Luther King on May 8, 1962, and discussed 
with Levison the forthcoming "Belafonte affair 1 ’, which will 
be held in Atlanta, Georgia, in early June. ^ 

The second individual told Levison that the 
sales for the affair so far have been moving along and 
have not been disappointing. Levison Instructed the second
